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Work Session on B-W Parkway Overpass 
Clarifies Design, Condemnation Questions

Members of the Board of 
Directors for Greenbriar 
Phase I met Saturday morn¬ 
ing, November 17, with city 
officials and a representative 
of the Federal Highway Ad¬ 
ministration (FHWA) for a 
work session on the proposed 
pedestrian overpass spanning 
the Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway. A referendum ques¬ 
tion on the ballot in the city 
election of September 18 had 
confirmed overwhelming citi¬ 
zen support for the overpass 
and its preferred location 
through a parking lot between 
buildings 7716 and 7718 Han¬ 
over Parkway. 

Phase I condominium owners, 
presently in litigation with the 
city through condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings for the pedestrian right- 
of-way, which the homeowners 
had opposed, must now decide 
whether to continue with the le¬ 
gal process in setting a price for 
the land or whether to negotiate 
directly with the city. Getting 
information to present to Phase 
I residents at a future general 
membership meeting was the 
board's purpose in seeking the 
Saturday work session. 

Three members of the Green- 
belt city council — Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, Thomas X. White 
and Charles Sehwan — as well as 
city manager James K. Giese and 
city engineer John Emler repre¬ 
sented the city. Ray Pelletier rep__ 
resented the FHWA. William 
Ayers, President of the Phase I 
and a member of the board of the 
Greenbriar Recreation Associa¬ 
tion, chaired the meeting, which 
was held in the board room of 
the Greenbriar Community Build¬ 
ing. 

Prior to the meeting Greenbriar 


board members had prepared a 
mimeographed list of 16 questions 
concerning those aspects of the 
overpass proposal that troubled 
them most particularly. Pelletier 
brought along site plan designs 
and a drawing of the proposed 
bridge structure. These two sets 
of hand-outs formed the basis for 
the morning's discussion. Follow¬ 
ing exploration of the questions, 
the group adjourned to examine 
the actual site for the overpass on 
both sides of the Parkway. 

Environmental Impact 

Greenbriar representatives were 
most concerned about the envi¬ 
ronmental impact of the overpass. 
From the beginning adjacent 
homeowners have worried about 
increased vehicular noise from 
the Parkway, as well as possible 
vandalism and noise from high 
school students using the walk¬ 
way. Pelletier insisted that no 
impact statement is necessary, as 
mandated for most other federal 
projects, because building the 
bridge is “not a significant federal 
action.” Present noise analysis 
techniques, he stated, are inade¬ 
quate to detect any noise impact 
from the narrow cut through the 
fringe of trees between the high¬ 
way and the Greenbriar build¬ 
ings. On the other hand, there 
is no way to “quantify kids' 
noise," he averred. The objections 
of the people in the neighborhood 
themselves would be the only ad¬ 
verse impact, according to Pel¬ 
letier. 

Reduction of parking spaces in 
the lot through which the right- 
of-way passes was also of con¬ 
cern, but Giese explained that 
according to county regulations 
rights-of-way are considered 
“green space” and that presum¬ 
ably the one parking space lost 
for the walkway could be re¬ 
gained from adjacent land which 
is now considered green space. 


Aesthetic Design 
Aesthetic questions were also 
paramount. Pelletier assured the 
Greenbriar group that the final 
design features can be drawn in 
after input from the residents 
most affected. The FHWA can be 
“completely flexible,” he stated.

Assistance Available for Low Income GUI Families 


The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development <HUD) has 
committed 325 Section 8 grants 
to Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
in order to assist low- and moder- - 
ate-income families to meet the 
increases in monthly housing 
charges being brought about by 
GHI’s rehabilitation program. 

Under the Section 8 program, 
eligible families pay no more than 
25% of their adjusted monthly 
gross income for housing; HUD 
pays any balance on behalf of 
the family. In some cases, fam¬ 
ilies experience a substantial de¬ 
crease in housing costs under the 
Section 8 program, as the amount 
of the grant is determined by 
family income rather than by 
rehab costs. 

Money paid by HUD on behalf 
of eligible families is a straight 
grant, rather than a loan; no re¬ 
payment is necessary or expected. 
As such, it is a means by which 
families living on limited incomes 
may themselves receive a benefit 
from federal taxes which they’ve 
paid. 

Currently, GHI has fewer than 


325 potentially eligible applicants 
being processed for the Section 
8 program. Commitments for 
Section 8 grants which are not 
claimed soon may be lost to GHI 
members. Therefore, GHI is again 
accepting applications from fam¬ 
ilies interested in Section 8 finan¬ 
cial assistance to help keep hous¬ 
ing costs down. 


Eligibility is based on gross 
family income; however, income 
earned by minors or by full-time 
students (other than head of 
household or spouse) is not count¬ 
ed. 


Families whose gross income 
tails below the following HUD 
maximum, who have not previ¬ 
ously applied for Section 8 assis¬ 
tance, may still apply by calling 
Mrs. Donna Bergmann, Section 8 
Coordinator, at 474-6582.

Mrs. Bergmann will also be hap¬ 
py to answer any questions from 
members regarding Section 8. 

Young families are especially 
encouraged to inquire about their 
eligibility for Section 8. In parti¬ 
cular. those families who have an 
equity loan (what some refer to 
as a mortgage with Twin Pines 
or the Credit Union) may be able 
to include that loan as part of 
their housing payment to be co¬ 
vered under Section 8. 

For example, a family of four 
might have a yearly income of 
$12,000 and be paying $200 to GHI 
in monthly charges and $200 to 
the bank on their loan. On a 
monthly income of $1,000 and 
housing expenses of $400, the 
Section 8 program could pay $200 
(possibly more or less depending 
on other income factors.) 

Applying for Section 8 assis¬ 
tance now, to become effective 
when rehabilitation is completed 
on the member’s home, does not 
obligate the member to accept it 
when the time comes. 


Building Permit for Safeway 
Granted on Greenway Tract

The first building permit has been granted for the Green¬ 
way Shopping Center tract, annexed by the city on July 5, 1979. 
Construction of a 57,000 square-foot Safeway, the largest in the 
Eastern United States, according to Western Development Cor¬ 
poration (Greenway developers), will begin in the near future.. 
The 220,000 square-foot shopping center, located on the Green¬ 
belt East subdivision, south of Greenbelt Road between Han¬ 
over Parkway and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway is^ 


expected to open in the fall of 
lishments should be completed 
In addition to Safeway, the first 
phase of development will con¬ 
tain 60 stores, including a Dart 
Drug or Dart Home Center, sev¬ 
eral banks, optician, liquor, shoe 
and dress shops, as well as three 
restaurants, Denny’s, Hanover 
Trails and Berk Motley Jr. 

Phase II development contains 
60,000 square feet of retail space 
for an additional 25 stores. 

A 16-story, 192,000-square foot 
tower office building, “The Mary¬ 
land Trade Center,” is planned 
at the western end of the Green¬ 
belt East tract. Developers of this 
project are Coakley & Williams, 
whp, unlike Western Develop¬ 
ment, did not favor annexation. 
The city estimates that the shop¬ 
ping center could eventually bring 
Greenbelt at least $50,000 a year 
in tax revenues. 

C onstruction 

Grading of the Greenway tract, 
storm drainage installation and 
road construction have been un¬ 
derway for several months. Two 
lanes of Hanover Parkway and 
Green way Center Drive have al¬ 
ready been paved to accommodate 
residents of the Goddard Space/ 
Hunting Ridge Apartments. The 
road now leading to the apart¬ 
ment development from Greenbelt 
Road will only serve the shopping 
center's parking lot.

Greenb’It Librarian Writes 
Book About Adolescence

Life for a twelve-year-old girl 
can be one of the most tortuous 
experiences in the world. Her 
emotions as well as her body are 
growing in all directions. When 
someone shows a hint of under¬ 
standing. maybe things can be a 
little easier. 

Mary Hahn, a children’s librar¬ 
ian at the Greenbelt Library, has 
just come out with a marvelous 
story about the life and problems 
of a twelve-year-old girl. The Sara 
Summer (Houghton Mifflin/Clar- 
ton Books) is the story of Emily 
Sherwood in the summer of her 
twelfth year. Her parents have 
difficulty understanding her, while 
her friends are even more of a 
problem. 

The story is real. It involves 
relationship with friends and has 
a lesson in human kindness. It 
teaches without preaching. Emily 
Sherwood goes through experien¬ 
ces that almost every adolescent 
girl is faced with at one time* or 
another. The author of the book 
savs The Sara Summer is some¬ 
what autobiographical. 

Mary Hahn, who has worked at 
the Greenbelt Library for four 
years, wrote The Sara Summer 
several years ago. It took her 
three years to find a publisher. 
After the third re-writing, her 
book was finally accepted. 

Writing the book was easy com¬ 
pared with the trials and tribu¬ 
lations of getting it published, 
“The longer they keep it, the more 
hopeful you feel about it,” Hahn 
said. Then come the rejection 
letters. Some of them were form 
letters. That, said Hahn, was the 
worst part of all. 

Hahn savs she wrote to four or 
five publishers before Clarion ag¬ 
reed to publish. The Sara Sum¬ 
mer is not yet in the library or 
stores but is on order. It is a 
delightful book worth waiting for.

Increases in several Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., expenditure items 
produced overspending of $60,000 
over what was forecast for the 
first six months of 1979. Accord¬ 
ing to GHI comptroller Don Mc¬ 
Ginn, the major increases oc¬ 
curred in real estate taxes, admin¬ 
istration, frame home heating and 
grounds maintenance and interest 
paid on the capital improvement 
loan. McGinn cautions, though, 
that things change in the second 
six months. He and General Man¬ 
ager Roy Breashears are predict¬ 
ing a shortfall of $172,000 for fuel 
oil and electricity used in heat¬ 
ing, unless the next two months 
are unusually warm. 

Real estate taxes were under¬ 
budgeted ($8,200) as GHI expects 
a $30,000 refund from the success¬ 
ful appeal of taxes paid in 1975 
and '76, more than enough to cov¬ 
er the added amount. (Tax rates 
are set several months after the 
budget is adopted.) 

The increase in administration 
costs over those anticipated, $11- 
200, is due largely to the addi¬ 
tional paper and reproduction 
costs for information sent to 
members concerning the rehabili¬ 
tation program. Consulting serv¬ 
ices added some unexpected costs, 
too. 

The additional costs of frame 
heating, $33,800, for the first six 
months resulted from the huge 
increase in the price of oil which 
has risen faster and higher than 
expected. In addition, too great 
a savings on oil consumption was 
written into the budget. When 
the budget was approved last De¬ 
cember, board and management 
anticipated that the insulation of 
the frame homes would be well 
along by September 1. 

Also, the grounds maintenance 
budget for frame homes was over¬ 
spent during the first six months 
by $9,000. GHI spent some $13,000 
on the insulation of crawl spaces 
using its own personnel. This 
work had not been included in 
the budget. 

While the total amount of the 


capital improvements loan still 
outstanding has been reduced by 
54 percent, the interest has ex¬ 
ceeded that budgeted by $19,000. 
Many members paid off their 
shares of the loan to avoid pay¬ 
ing unusually high interest rates. 
Even so the budget figure was 
based on an interest rate of 10.5 
percent; as of August 1 members 
were paying 13.75 percent. 

On the brighter side the budget 
did overestimate expenditures in 
some areas. 

Bids on fire and public liability 
insurance were down for this year 
resulting in a savings for the first 
six months of $5,800. Water and 
sewer charges were $2,400 less 
than expected. Service costs 
were also down. However, service 
costs are passed directly to mem¬ 
bers or to GHI’s apartment sub¬ 
sidiary, Greenbelt Development 
Corporation. Also down by $8,000 
were brick home heating expen¬ 
ditures, largely because fewer 
man-hours were required to 
maintain the system. Structural 
maintenance for the new homes 
was also less than expected, $2,100. 

On the other side of the ledger, 
income was some $800 less than 
anticipated. Monies gained 
through the sale of services to 
members about equalled the loss 
of fees from the sales department. 
Here, the shortage of financing 
for resales was a key factor. 

Total income for the first six 
months of 1979 amounted to $1, 
997,000, Disbursements amounted 
to $1,994,000 producing a net gain 
of close to $3,000. However, budg¬ 
eted transfers, monies set aside 
for a specific purpose, $108,000, 
must be subtracted. Included here 
are various reserves including the 
funds collected from members for 
rehabilitation costs: $65,300. After 
adding $28,000 in other reserves 
(real estate taxes), the deficit for 
tjie first six months of 1979 is 
$77,000. Such deficits for the first 
six months are the usual case be¬ 
cause of the seasonal nature of 
GHI expenditures. The compara¬ 
ble deficit in 1978 was $75,000 and 
in 1977, $107,000. 


CITY NOTES 


Thursday, November 22, 1979 


The planting of tulip beds in 
the city flowerbeds was finished 
recently. Also grass was cut 
around the lake. Maintenance 
was done to the football/soccer 
fields in preparation of weekend 
activities. 

Work is still proceeding at a 
steady rate on the remodeling of 
the Police Department. Black¬ 
boards, bulletin boards, clocks, 
and file organizers arrived last 
week and were installed in the 
squad room. The room is sub¬ 
stantially complete at this time. 
The drywall in the Xerox room 
was finished. The heating unit 
on the roof of the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center was repaired. 
A meeting was held with the 
welder in reference to the deten¬ 
tion cell installation at the Police 
Department. Steel has been pur¬ 
chased for the cell’s installation. 
Interviews were held with appli¬ 
cants for a temporary appoint¬ 
ment to the building crew. 

The area between the new side¬ 
walk and the street at Green 
Ridge house has been surfaced 
and is now a pedestrian walk¬ 
way and bus stop area. The area 
east of the crosswalk on the 
Green Ridge House side of Ridge 
Road has been repaired. The 
Greenbelt Road sidewalk-bicycle 
path east of Lakecrest Drive has 
been built up as a blacktop drain¬ 
age area. Some additional side¬ 
walk work is still to be completed. 
The spotting for center lines on 
Crescent Road and other City 
streets has been started. 

The contractor finished resur¬ 
facing Laurel Hill Road between 


Hillside Road and Ridge Road 
and Hillside Road between 
Laurel Hill and North- 
way Road. Lakecrest Drive was 
resurfaced from Greenbelt Road 
to Lakecrest Circle. The general 
crew assisted the contractor in 
repairing the low spot on Hillside 
Road at Woodland Way to cor¬ 
rect a water problem. The area 
on Edmonston Road betwe the 
top of the hill north of th tid- 
ham Building and Spi ghill 
Drive has been resurfaced. 
Springhill Lane has been “sur¬ 
faced a distance of 4 v south of 
Springhill Drive, Th resurfac¬ 
ing in this area is a s; id asphalt 
smooth surface. 

The blacktop sidewalk on Pla¬ 
teau Place was finished and a pe¬ 
destrian crosswalk on Ridge Road 
between the Green Ridge House 
and the new sidewalk. 

Assistant City Manager Dennis 
Piendak and George Smith met 
with Buddy King, Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Service, and reviewed the 
erosion problem at Greenbelt 
Lake. Control methods were sug¬ 
gested and are under considera¬ 
tion. 

The final shipment of two hun¬ 
dred tons of salt was received 
recently. This shirmert fdves 
the city a store supply of 250 tons.

The self-rusting, rather than 
painted, steel could well, be chosen 
for the bridge construction mate¬ 
rial—a choice which seemed to 
meet with the approval of many 
present, since it weathers to a 
soft brown that would appear to 
blend well with the landscape. 

Flexibility would be possible 
also for the planning of the bridge 
approaches and for their con¬ 
struction. Local homeowners are 
concerned that as few major trees 
as possible be removed for the 
pathway. Giese assured Green- 
briar board members that if nec¬ 
essary for a “more sensitive” re¬ 
sponse, the city itself can con¬ 
struct the walkway from the 
bridge access ramp through the 
parking lot. Although FHWA is 
willing to construct the entire 
project, even beyond the limits of 
its own jurisdiction, Pelletier 
agreed that it is difficult to mon¬ 
itor the on-site actions of a hired 
contractor. Near the buildings 
the city might handle construc¬ 
tion “more sensitively,” Giese 
confirmed the city’s interest in 
and experience with maintaining 
trees and desirable ground cover 
by angling sidewalks around 
them. Everyone laughed as 
Schwan summed up the idea: 
“The city does crooked construc¬ 
tion.’’ 

Parkland Trails 

In the course of conversation 
it became apparent that Green- 
briar officials were unaware that 
the overpass would connect on 
the old Greenbelt side of the 
Parkway with a proposed park. 
The city already has title to 10 
acres of land near Green Ridge 
House, Giese said, and hopes to 
acquire parkland adjacent to the 
highway all the way north to the 
fence for the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Farm. Thus the pedestrian 
overpass will connect with park 
hiking and bike trails and will 
lead to both the new city ball 
field and the Little League field. 
“You’re really going to like the 
overpass/’ Weidenfeld said. 

Many other matters, such as 
lighting, gates, fences, liability, 
policing, and school guards were 
discussed—a few needing clarifi¬ 
cation from experts not present 
at the meeting. Unresolved was 
the question whether Greenbriar 
Phase I would continue to resist 
an casement through their prop¬ 
erty. If they did so, Giese pointed 
out, each side in the litigation 
would be obligated to pay for its 
own legal expenses. The end re¬ 
sult would be only that a price 
would be fixed by a jury. On the 
other hand, if Greenbriar and the 
city negotiate the terms for the 
city’s easement, both the price 
and various other conditions in 
harmony with the desires of 
Greenbriar residents could be at 
tached to the agreement. 


The general crew spent one 
day patching Ridge Road with 
hot mix. Gravel was placed on 
the Lake Park Trail and, with 
the assistance of the parks crew, 
the general crew began excavat¬ 
ing the new basketball court to 
the rear of 2 Court Eastway. 
Crushed stone was placed on the 
basketball court. 

The leaf vacuum was out for 
three days and roadsides were 
cleaned. 

The building maintenance crew 
worked on all the city buildings.

city agreed to finance the con 
struction of streets by means of 
general obligation bonds. These 
will be paid off by a special as¬ 
sessment tax on the, Greenway 
property. The city and Western 
Development agreed the sum in 
volved would not exceed $1.5 mil¬ 
lion and that the financing would 
not include improvements to 
Greenbelt Road. 

In a letter to the city 
Western requested an additional 
$500,000 for the reconstruction of 
Greenbelt Road. 

Rezoning Petitions 

In a related matter council has 
received three rezoning requests 
for a total of 45 acres of land im¬ 
mediately adjacent and to the 
south of the Greenway Shopping 
Center. Since the property is not 
located within the corporate lim¬ 
its of Greenbelt, the city council 
can only comment on the peti¬ 
tions rather than make recom¬ 
mendations, which carry more 
weight. 

Western Development Corpora¬ 
tion, the contract purchaser, is 
seeking C-M (commercial mis¬ 
cellaneous) for all three tracts. 
The Master Plan for College 
Park - Greenbelt and vicinity 
(1970) recommends R-10 (multi 
pie family/high density residen¬ 
tial/high-rise) for 44 acres and 
R-R (rural residential) for .88 
acre. (See adjacent map.) 

Western representatives believe 
that with the development of 
Greenway and the “Maryland 
Trade Center” on the adjacem 
property, the development of the 
three tracts with a mixture of 
“office, retail and commercial uses 
'including a hotel/motel complex) 
will not impair the integrity of 
Master Plan.” Instead they con¬ 
tend that the development will be 
in keeping with the Master Plan 
commercial and employment 
guidelines. 

Western also points out that 

with the construction of a por¬ 
tion of Hanover Parkway and 
Greenway Center Drive as well 
as road improvements which 
would be required should this 
property develop, there will be 
no adverse impact upon traffic in 
the area.” 

The three properties are in sew¬ 
er systems area 3—sewage avail¬ 
able in one to two years. 

Zoning Map Amendment (ZMA) 
A-9350 requests a change for .8885 
acre of land (Charles and Mary 


Baker owners) from R-R (jural 
residential) to C-M (commercial 
miscellaneous). A single family 
dwelling and garage are on the 
property. 

ZMA A-9357 (Henry M. Witt 
owner) requests rezoning for 11.- 
1574 acres from R-10 (high den 
sity residential) to C-M. The 
property is bisected by proposed 
Hanover Parkway as designated 
in the Master Plan. 

ZMA A-9352 (Cameron Brown 
Investment Group owners) re 
quests a change from the R-10 
zone for 33.772 acres (about one-

Police Facilities Renovation 


Creeps On, Officials Agree

City Manager James K. Giese and Fraternal Order of Police 
President Dave Fulgham concur in their concern about the 
prolonged delay in the renovation project at Police headquar¬ 
ters. 


“We are totally dissatisfied with the whole thing,” said 


Fulgham. 

Unresolved problems still re¬ 
main such as no bathroom facil¬ 
ities (other bathroom facilities are 
available on the first and second 
floors), inadequate locker space 
for officers, no file cabinet space, 
and delays in constructing a new 
detention center, said Fulgham. 
“We’re still locking up prisoners 
to doorknobs,” he added. 

Fulgham also charged that cos¬ 
metic effects such as painting the 
squad room walls and repairing 
ceiling tiles are done while other 
important areas of work lie idle. 

At an October 10 work session, 
attended by members of the city 
council, the police department, 
and the city staff, Giese attributed 
these remodeling delays to a man¬ 
power shortage and a tight budg_ 
et. These problems still exist, 
making the completion of the 
project more difficult to resolve 
in a short period of time, accord¬ 
ing to Giese. 

When asked about the city’s 
progress toward completing the 
project, Giese remarked, “I’m not 
happy because the work is still 
not done.” However, some work 
has been done since the work ses¬ 
sion, New desks have been in¬ 
stalled in the squad room, the 
ceiling tiles and the lighting fix¬ 
tures have been repaired, and 
other equipment ordered, such as 
new lockers, are on the way, ac¬ 
cording to Giese. 

An example of the police de¬ 
partment’s complaints concerns 
the new blinds. They have arrived 
and have been installed; never 
theless Giese acknowledged that 
they are the wrong size for the 
windows. “We are presently 
working on this problem and hope 
to have it resolved quickly, “Giese 


said. 

The manpower shortage that 
has existed from the start of the 
project still persists. “We adver 
tised, and had one applicant, but 
he wanted more money than we 
could pay,” said Giese. The tight 
budget remains a problem for the 
city, he added. 

“When working with contrac 
tors it does take time,” said Giese. 
“The plumbing contractor will 
not come out to complete the 
bathroom fixtures for the deten¬ 
tion center until all the supplies 
have arrived,” Giese explained. 
He added that long delays have 
Occurred in shipments needed to 
complete the project. These 
things the long delays in ship 
ments, manpower shortages, and 
budget constraints — are simply 
beyond the city’s control, added 
’Giese. 

“The plumbing contractor can 
come in to finish the work at his 
convenience,” said Fulgham. “The 
city should never have signed an 
open-ended contract because now 
the city cannot force the contrac¬ 
tor to finish the work in a "spec! 
fied period of time,” said Fulg 
ham. 

Communication problems still 
exist between the police depart 
ment and the city, said Fulgham, 

“I want to talk directly to Mr. 
Giese,” said Fulgham. “We are 
going to request another meeting 
with council to try to resolve 
these problems,” he added. 

“I would hope that our final 
decisions concerning this project 
can be decided by the end of the 
year,” Giese said. He could not 
estimate when this project, that 
started in June 1978, will be com¬ 
pleted.

Premature Release of Report Compromises 
Investigation, CHI Board Members Charge 


by Marylou Williamson 
A committee to investigate the 
possible over-purchase of some 
materials during a two-year pe¬ 
riod was appointed at the Green- 
belt Homes, Inc., November 8 
board meeting. The committee 
was directed by a unanimous vote 
of the board to “clear the air and 
investigate all apparent discrep¬ 
ancies.” In a closely related ac¬ 
tion, the board voted (9 to 2) to 
make public the as yet incom¬ 
plete report by Wills and Asso¬ 
ciates, GHI’s auditors, which out¬ 
lines the problem. The board’s 
-consideration of the release of the 
report at this time followed an 
unauthorized release or “leak” of 
the report to some members. La¬ 
ter in the meeting director Bobbi 
McCarthy’s motion to “censure 
the action of releasing confiden¬ 
tial material without approval of 
those in authority,” was approved 
unanimously, even though it was 
apparent that many board mem¬ 
bers believed that the leak was 
from a board member. 

The board had asked Wills to 
investigate the possible losses and 
overpurchases of materials during 
1977 and 1978. According to in¬ 
formation gathered through a 
search of the existing records by 
Wills, GHI may have lost 36 ju¬ 
niper bushes and overpurchased; 
<1) fertilizer ($4,700), (2) insula¬ 
tion for crawl spaces in the frame 
homes <$lO,8O0>7"and (3) fuel oil 
additives ($10,000). But what 
really raised the hackles of most 
board members was the action of 
leaking the incomplete and there¬ 
fore confidential report. 

Wills states in summary that 
their “objective , . . was not to 
fix blame or responsibility, . . . 
but only to define what the rec- 
’Ofrds show.” GHI’s committee of 
inquiry will now take over. But 
some board members expressed 
-concern that leaking the informa¬ 
tion thus far collected may have 
severely damaged GHI’s ability ter- 
obtain a full and complete inves¬ 
tigation. “Misuse of this incom¬ 
plete report will interfere with the 
investigation,” charged director 
Bobbi McCarthy, one of the two 
members to vote against releas¬ 
ing the report. “It was premature 
to release it,” she said. “Whether 
it was a board member or an em¬ 
ployee (who leaked^the report),” 
director Jim Smith said, he op¬ 
posed “the release^^and availabil¬ 
ity of that information. It would 
have been better held in confi¬ 
dence until the investigation was 
completed.” 

“It is a factual statement, I 
see no reason for. withholding 
it,” argued Jim Foster, who as 
GHI’s treasurer had asked for the 
Audit. 

Director Ed James argued that 
because the information “had 
been released to some, the board 
should release it to all. It’s no 
secret anyway,” he continued. 
'Members have paid for this and 
have a right to see what is in the 
report. Otherwise it smacks too 
much of a whitewash and I don't 
want any part of that.” 

While agreeing with both Mc¬ 
Carthy and Foster, director Nor¬ 
man Weyel was still uncomfort¬ 
able. “As you read (the report) 
it points a finger and that finger 
could be wrong,” he worried. “Un¬ 
til we get all the information . , . 
it could be pointing unjustly,” 
Director Virginia Moryadas 
took the point further, saying that 
in some areas where the report 
“lays suspicions, the board is 
aware that that has not hap¬ 
pened.” 

Policy on Confidentiality 
Smith explained the board’s 


general policy and responsibility 
in dealing with confidentiality. 
“A number of items (the board 
deals with) need to be handled 
confidentially with the trust of 
the membership. There are times 
when it is inappropriate not to 
do so. Individuals have a right 
to privacy,” he said. “Board mem¬ 
bers must take care of the affairs 
of the corporation with respon¬ 
sibility. When our personnel act 
in an inappropriate way, it is 
not always necessary to make it 
public. We have a policy of main¬ 
taining confidential information 
(while at the same time) main¬ 
taining membership trust as over 
the years we have handled infor¬ 
mation responsibly." Then refer¬ 
ring specifically to the action in 
question he said: “Now that the 
records are out, the responsible 
act of the board is to let it all 
out.” 

The board was also concerned 
about its own culpability. “Had 
GHI attorney A1 Ginsberg been 
asked (whether the members of 
the board could be sued if they 
approved the release of the re¬ 
port)?” director Wayne Williams 
inquired of general manager Hoy 
Breashears, Breashears said, “No, 
he was not asked.” (Williams 
later voted against release of the 
report.) 

"Whomever misuses the report 
will be subject to normal libel 
laws,” challenged Moryadas. 

Censure Motion 

The point came up again later 
when the censure motion was dis¬ 
cussed. “We have to be able to 
get confidential information and 
review it,” said McCarthy. “The 
(unauthorized) release of confi¬ 
dential information by one mem¬ 
ber of the board can subject the 
entire board to legal action. That 
cannot be tolerated.” The board 
was concerned that both members 
qnd directors would be reluctant 

confidential material be- 
fore ^ h e board if they could not 
be certain that the information 
would remain within the confines 
of the board. 

Concerned that “our employees 
would have been cast thither and 
yon” in this matter, Williams also 
asked Breashears how the release 
of the report might affect em- 
pl oy L e morale. 

employees have asked for 
a rough investigation. Their 
morale is at rock bottom,” re¬ 
sponded Breashears. “They feel 
we're not moving as fast as pos¬ 
sible.” At this point Breashears 


appeared to have no objection to 
the release of the report; he was 
more concerned that the investi¬ 
gation begin immediately. “Aside 
from very few things—members 
against members or personnel— 
things should be done in the 
open,” Breashears advised the 
board, based on his experiences 
over the past 25 years. ‘Those 
members who are responsible will 
wait for the full answer before 
judging. Members who have 
made charges should now come 
to tell the committee what they 
know and where they heard it. 
We need to track down what is 
fact and what is hearsay.” 

“There has been a whispering 
campaign,” asserted Foster. 
That’s why “I wanted an outside 
CPA to get the facts.” 

Breashears, however, cautioned 
that an auditor’s report here may 
not be sufficient. “When CPAs 
who are highly specialized get 
into areas outside of their exper¬ 
tise, they can fail. Wills made 
every effort to a certain point and 
not beyond.” As a result “there 
is much that can be taken to look 
bad for some employees. An in¬ 
vestigation should be done and 
done as quickly as possible.” 

Wills seems to confirm what 
Breashears was saying. In the 
summary of their report is the 
statement: “ . , we did not un¬ 
dertake or have time to interview 
management and other employ¬ 
ees to define the reasons for such 
apparent discrepancies.” In con¬ 
clusion they called for a special 
committee to investigate further. 

Board president Don Volk ap¬ 
pointed Joe Jenkins as tempo¬ 
rary chairman of the committee 
of inquiry. Others appointed were 
Della Donnelson, Joe McNamara, 
Jean Nance and Jim O’Sullivan.
